NO DISCIPLINARY REASON FOR DECISION, SAYS UNION 


HEADTEACHER Christine Hollidge will 
not return to All Saints Primary School, it 
has been announced. 

The announcement was made last week and ends 
speculation that has been going on throughout the 
17-month dispute. 

A union representative has stressed there are no 
disciplinary or capability reasons why the long-serv¬ 
ing headteacher will not return to the school. 

The long-running dispute appeared to have been 
resolved last week when it was announced that Mrs 
Hollidge will not be employed by the school after 
April 30th. 

But Steve Cleverly of The Association of Head 
Teachers (NAHT) said they are reviewing their op¬ 
tions and indicated that further action may be taken. 

Parents were given a letter from chairman of gov¬ 
ernors, Michelle Perryman, on Tuesday, April 23rd 
saying: “I am writing to you on behalf of the gover¬ 
nors to confirm that, following an internal process at 
All Saints C of E Primary School, the headteacher, 
Mrs C Hollidge, will no longer be employed by the 
school after April 30th. 

“I hope you will appreciate that this is an internal

matter and I am unable to go into more detail. The 
governors recognise that this has been a difficult time 
for all parties involved. 

“We trust that now this matter has finally been re¬ 
solved, all the staff, pupils, and parents at the school 
will be able to work together in ensuring the best out¬ 
comes for every child in the school. 

Rift in the community 

“Martin O’Mahony will continue as acting head¬ 
teacher whilst the governing body has the opportunity 
to consider the long-term leadership of All Saints C of 
E Primary School.” 

The school has been under temporary headship since 
November 11th in 2011. 

Mrs Hollidge’s absence from the school has been 
shrouded in mystery and created a rift in the commu¬ 
nity. 

The official line early on was that Mrs Hollidge was 
off sick, but it soon emerged there had been some sort 
of falling out between Mrs Hollidge and the then gov¬ 
erning body. 


Education bosses 
later announced Mrs 
Hollidge had been sus¬ 
pended on full pay 
when she returned 
from sick leave. 

Shortly after she dis¬ 
appeared from the 
school, Mrs Hollidge’s 
supporters started a 
concerned parents’ 
group and hosted a 
number of public 
meetings. 

They felt that the 
school, which is top- 
rated by OFSTED, 
was going in a direc¬ 
tion that would not be the choice of Mrs Hollidge. 

The situation became so infected that it attracted the 
attention of national media, and police at one stage 
confirmed that one person involved in the dispute had 
voluntarily surrendered a firearm.

THE new owner of former Axminster 
Carpets land at Cloakham Lawn aims 
to submit a full planning application this 
summer.

consent and should be submitted over 
the summer. 

“We developed a constructive rela¬ 
tionship with Axminster Carpets’ sen¬ 
ior management during negotiations 
and as part of our agreement we also 
plan to use Axminster carpets in our 
showhomes at the development and in 
any of the new homes where we agree 
to supply the carpeting.” 


The spokesperson stressed that it will 
be business as usual at the sports cen¬ 
tre by saying: “The local community will 
retain use of the sports and social club 
and associated facilities and the plans 
will include affordable housing that will 
be made available to local people for rent 
or through shared ownership. 

“As part of any planning consent we

SEATON 

Jubilee Gardens 
set for reopening 

SEATON’S Jubilee Gardens will officially re-open on 
Saturday (May 4th) following £35,000 worth of ea¬ 
gerly awaited improvements. 

East Devon District Council has been working 
closely with residents to make the improvements 
just right for the local community, and members are 
hoping people will support the grand opening event. 

In 2011, the large water feature based in the gardens 
was costly to maintain, worn out and often broken, 
so EDDC asked Seaton residents for their thoughts 
on how to improve the look and feel of the local gar¬ 
dens. This led to a main proposal incorporating ideas 
from the feedback received. 

During EDDC voting events in 2012, residents could 
choose between repairing the broken water feature 
or a brand new design for Jubilee Gardens. 

The winning option, with 60 per cent of votes from 
139 Seaton residents, was the new design derived 
from several common ideas that came from the 
community. 

Councillor Steph Jones, EDDC’s Member Champion 
for Seaton, said: “I want to thank all the residents 
who took part in the re-design of Jubilee Gardens. 

“You felt that upgrading Jubilee Gardens is the way 
forward, creating more of a communal area, encour¬ 
aging people to use the gardens more regularly.” 

The official opening event will run from 11am until 
lpm, with the ribbon cutting taking place at 11:30am. 

The event will include entertainment from acoustic 
bands in the amphitheatre area and giant outdoor 
games with members of Seaton Chess Club. 

HONITON 

Protect the shops 

TOWN council attempts to protect the shopping 
landscape of Honiton have received a blow. 

Honiton Town Council and other concerned par¬ 
ties, including local district councillor John O’Leary, 
wish to retain as much commercial space as possi¬ 
ble on High Street to encourage trade. 

But planners have gone against their wishes by 
supporting plans to convert an empty High Street 
shop to a flat.

The town council objects to the application on the 
grounds of the loss of a High Street shop.

Volunteers walk 
out on charity 

THE Brainwave charity shops in Colyton and Seaton 
have closed after a mass walkout by volunteers. 

Volunteers have complained about the way their 
manager, Carl Matthews, has been treated by the 
charity’s local management team and eventually 
walked out after he was made to spend all his time 
at the Seaton shop. 

Colyton volunteer Liz Berry said the shops had 
seen many managers come and go over the past few 
years but Mr Matthews had held the position for two 
and half years, during which he “earned the respect 
of volunteers and was popular with customers”. 

She said: “It has never been easy between Carl and 
the management team. After sitting in on several 
meetings with them I don’t know where they learnt 
their retail management skills and they have no 
people skills at all.” 

In a letter to Brainwave’s headquarters, Mrs Berry 
added that Mr Matthews’ confidence as a store man¬ 
ager had been “undermined” and complained that 
no one from the management team had attended 
local fundraisers, including a successful fashion 
show. 

Mrs Berry said the final straw was Mr Matthews 
being forced to spend all his time in the Seaton store 
and had to cancel a fundraiser in Colyton.

“We plan to promote the help scheme across the 
parishes and increase awareness to those who 
may need support; to those who wish to give 
some time to volunteering and to those who 
would like to donate. 

“We want to reach out to everyone one and ‘give 
a little help when its needed most’. 

“The reason we have not been able to reach out 
to more people is that we do not have the capacity

Students to celebrate AONB milestone 


AXE Valley Community College students will be enter¬ 
ing competitions to martk the 50th anniversary of East 
devon’s Areas of Outstanding Natural Neauty. 

The Axminster college was recently visited by East 
Devon Area AONB ambassador Kathryn Aalto, who ran 
a workshop and formally launched two competitions to 
mark the AONB’s 50th birthday. 

She hails from California and is a landscape designer, 
historian, teacher and writer. 

In addition, Kathryn treasures the beauty of Devon and 
told staff and students: “When I moved to Devon years 
ago, I remember feeling terribly homesick for California. 

“But once I started exploring the countryside, it was 
hard not to fall in love. I’ve been in love with the Devon 
landscape ever since.” 

In the workshops, Kathryn used a variety of photo¬ 
graphs to demonstrate how lighting and perspective can 
influence the mood of a photograph. 

She also showed the students how artists use a variety 
of techniques and mediums to portray landscapes for dif¬ 
ferent effects and how writers use language to convey 
impressions of what they see. 

She explained: “I devoted a section of the talk to how 
special the AONB is. 

“I compared and contrasted what it feels like to live in 
America versus England. “While America is large and 
diverse space, we do not have access to the landscape 
like these students do here in England. 

“Access is something they said they take for granted. 
We have to drive to our national and state parks which 
are like islands and disconnected from everything. “A 
big part of what I conveyed was how very special it is 
indeed to live in England, to have this AONB near them. 

“I shared excerpts from some of the best American na¬ 
ture writing, and they tried their hands at it as well.” 

The workshop inspired the students to look closely at 
their surrounding landscape within East Devon’s AONB, 
and to appreciate its beauty and uniqueness. 


Rebecca Levi, the college’s ASPIRE programme co¬ 
ordinator, said: “The students were really engaged by the 
workshops and are now enthused both to put pen to 
paper and to take photographs to capture the unique 
beauty of the East Devon landscape.”

Museum is 
staying put 
for time being

IT WILL be business as usual at Axminster Museum for 
at least another year. 

Those attending the museum annual meeting were re¬ 
minded that this month should have seen the opening of 
Axminster Heritage’s Thomas Whitty House visitor cen¬ 
tre, of which the museum would have been a part 

But museum chairman Laurence Hitchcock told the 
AGM: “Unfortunately it didn’t turn out like that.” 

The former Axminster Carpets company was heavily 
involved in the funding of the heritage centre, but the re¬ 
cent administration and formation of a new carpets com¬ 
pany mean the money is no longer available. 

This, in turn, means that some match funding has been 
lost - so the new plan is to apply for “a substantial 
amount” from the Heritage Lottery Fund. 

Although a setback, Mr Hitchcock remained upbeat and 
said: “There are positive signs on the horizon.” 

Financial surplus 

On a separate issue, he thanked stewards and everybody 
else who had helped during the past year. 

Treasurer Chris Painton was also upbeat, and said: “The 
main headline is that there is a surplus of £343.99 for year 
ending December 31st 2012.” 

That compares well to the previous year’s deficit of 
£305.77, and Mr Painton added: “The main reason is the 
Rotary lottery and Di Church’s fantastic effort in selling 
lottery tickets to anyone and anything that moved.” 

He explained that the Rotary lottery had generated 
£850.50 last year, compared to £165.60 the previous 
year.” 

The AGM on April 23rd concluded with a talk on old 
Lyme Regis, by local hostorian Les Berry. 

The museum will open for the new season on May 7th.

Mrs Hullett went on to tell the exceptional story of 
one child whose best memories came from the hos¬ 
pice. 

Each year, CHSW organise the ‘Goodridge Fly Day’ at 
Exeter airport, a special event that gives up to 350 chil¬ 
dren the chance to fly in an aeroplane for the day. 

As part of the day’s activities, a ‘Britain’s Got Talent’ 
style competition also takes place. Last year one child 
told organisers in his pretend interview that he wanted 
to be a pop star, like Elvis Presley. He later went on to 
sing Elvis and wowed the crowds with his voice - 
something nobody knew he had - and a moment in his 
life that he described as ‘one of his best’. 


Mrs Hullett continued: “Our charity is all about build¬ 
ing memories. These children can live very short lives 
and we want them to experience as much as they can, 
so they are safe in the knowledge that they have good 
memories, and don’t just remember being poorly. 

“We are proud that we are able to produce moments 
like that and we are so grateful to everyone for their 
support." 

Brother of Ye Rattenbury Lodge, Les Andrews re¬ 
sponded: “We as brothers cannot imagine what it is like 
to have a terminally ill child, but what we do know is that 
the CHSW is an extremely worthy cause and we are 
proud to support the incredible work you do.

FATHER Michael Koppel writes from 
Axminster: We waited with bated breath 
on the evening of Wednesday, March 13th, 
after white smoke had been seen pouring 
from a certain chimney in the Vatican. 

And then, at long last, the senior cardinal 
deacon appeared on the balcony of St 
Peter’s to make the announcement every¬ 
body was waiting for. 

A speedy conclusion to the conclave had 
suggested to some that the new Pope would 
be one of those generally regarded as 
‘front-runners’. But, as so often, the Holy 
Spirit had other plans! 

The first decision of a newly-elected Pope 
is also one of the most momentous. He’s 
asked what name he wants to take.

A journey through 
Holyford Woods 

COLYTON: Members and friends of reservoirs in the woods and there is still 


Axe Valley Heritage Association en¬ 
joyed an illustrated talk by local farmer 
and historian Colin Pady, who ex¬ 
plained how Holyford Woods was 
saved by the community for everyone 
to enjoy. 

East Devon District Council (EDDC) 
owns the woods and has leased it back 
on a 125-year lease. 

Colin mentioned the Bluebell Walk on 
Saturday, May 4th when the bluebells 
should be at their best (transfer from 
Colyford Hall to the woods available 
throughout the day). 

Holyford is an ancient woodland 
going back to medieval times with a 
public footpath running through the 70- 
acre woodland. 

Holyford Woods are managed by a 
team of volunteers with expert help 
from EDDC and Axe Vale Conserva¬ 
tion Society, who meet regularly to cop¬ 
pice the trees, clear the undergrowth, 
make pathways and fence off areas to 
stop farm animals coming in. 

Doormice, woodpeckers and a host of 
animals, butterflies and wildlife abound 
in the woods. 

Fallen trees are left to rot at the side 
of the pathways to encourage insects to 
thrive. 

For several years the Water Board had 


a stream with drinkable water flowing 
through woods. 

Members enjoyed the beautiful pic¬ 
tures of the woods throughout the cycle 
of a year. 

Holyford Woods may be accessed 
from the A3052 (opposite Tower Serv¬ 
ices) or via Whitwell Lane/ Holyford 
Lane, Colyford. Sensible footwear ad¬ 
visable. It is a hidden gem in the Devon 
countryside. 

The next meeting of the Friends of 
Axe Valley Trust is on May 8th when 
Alan Jones (a retired school teacher 
from Colyton) will tell us the history of 
Captain Henry Wilson, who was ship¬ 
wrecked in the Pelew Islands.

AXMINSTER: Inspired by 
his knowledge and love of 
the sea, marine artist Roy 
Lang gave Axminster Art 
Society an amazing 
demonstration in oil paint¬ 
ing. 

He produced two paint¬ 
ings of very different 
moods zinging with 
colour. One was of a 
rough sea breaking with 
foam bursts over rocks 
and the other of a gentler 
sea lapping on the wet 
sand. 

Roy, to produce his dra¬ 
matic scenes, paints rap¬ 
idly using a wet-in-wet 
technique and a colour 
palette limited to eight 
basic colours one being 
Titanium White. 

Working from the top of 


the canvas down he ap¬ 
plied the undiluted paint 
on Hog Filbert brushes, 
sizes 6 and 4, with a rapid 
criss-cross action. 

Areas were blended over 
with a soft large Mop 
brush where needed. 

The action of the waves 
were sculpted in two di¬ 
mensions following the 
curve of the wave with the 
filbert brush down from 
the green backlit crest to 
the deeper shadows. 

Breaking crests, and 
foam being drawn back 
into and up the waves 
were painted with a Rig¬ 
ger or Liner. 

These brushes followed 
the direction of the water 
and were often rolled to 
give wave action effects. 


The bursts of foam were 
applied with a rough dec¬ 
orator’s brush. When 
painting the scene of the 
sea lapping on a wet 
beach, to give a more dra¬ 
matic sky Roy quickly ap¬ 
plied paint with a palette 
knife. 

He also blended the 
colours as necessary with 
the Mop brush to achieve 
the effects he wanted. 

The palette knife was 
used to apply yellow paint 
depicting light catching 
the rocks and dark 
colours were scrapped on 
the rocks to produce tex¬ 
tures and fissures. 

The colours in the wet 
sand reflected those in the 
dramatic sky but were ren¬ 
dered softer with blend-

No doubt they were advised by East 
Devon, but unfortunately they could only see Ax- 
mouth, Beer and of course Lyme Regis, but Seaton 
must have got lost on the mist. 

Perhaps it was that ugly carbuncle in the front of 


one of the finest views in Devon that prevented it. 
But perhaps not, since on a return visit to film the 
Undercliff they declared this unique gen on the 
Jurassic Coast near Lyme Regis. This is true of 
course, but it is nearer Seaton. 

Maybe they know something of which we Seato- 
nians are unaware. 

Is Seaton going to disappear from the map of 
England?

The challenge is open to anyone, so 
Honiton Gym Club is encouraging as 
many people as possible to get in¬ 
volved.
